To the Honourable Robert Kyle Ardoin, 


This communication is being sent in an effort to recover property that was entrusted to 
the Elections Department of the State of Louisiana on the 1* of November, 2022 in the early 
voting period of the 8" of November 2022 Federal Election that is required to be kept in your 
care. This property is the permanent paper record, (hereinafter “chose in action”), required by 52 
USC §20701 “Retention and preservation of records and papers by officers of elections; deposit 
with custodian; penalty for violation” that is to be kept for 22 months following a Federal 


Election. 


FACTUAL BACKGROUND 
On the 16” of December 2022, DANIL EZEKIEL FAUST, hereinafter the “Demandant”, 
submitted a Help America Vote Act (HAVA) complaint to the Louisiana Secretary of State and 
the Louisiana Board of Elections to conduct a hearing into the existence of the chose in action 
required by HAVA and all others acting as bailee for the chose in action as required by the 
HELP AMERICA VOTE ACT. 
On the 26" of December 2022, the Demandant submitted a request for a hearing on the 


record determining the existence of the chose in action to the Louisiana Board of Elections. 


INJURY 
The estate of the Demandant requires the transfer of this document or the admission that such 


document does not exist. The chose in action has granted to another party. 


DUTY 
You have a moral, legal, and lawful duty to not breach the contract between the people and the 


sanctity of the Federal Elections of the United States. 


BREACH OF DUTY 
You are breaching that duty by 
1. Not producing the permanent paper record of the ballots cast in the 2022 Louisiana State 
Elections. 
2. Publishing statements that are not consistent with the tenants of law, specifically statements 
indicating that funds used by the State of Louisiana received through the Help America Vote Act 


are consistent with Title III. 


DAMAGES 
There are no specific monetary damages, but instead a damage to the confidence in the accuracy 
of the tabulation of the ballots and reporting of official vote counts in Federal Elections. In 
addition, the Demandant has been repeatedly subjected to procedural difficulties in going about 
his ordinary business and has had to relocate from Louisiana to pursue this claim, causing 
financial difficulties. 

DEMAND 

Now, therefore Demandant requests that the Louisiana Secretary of State produce the permanent 
paper record that were delivered to the state of Louisiana within thirty calendar days of service of 
this notice and demand, or show cause why said demand should not be enforced in a court of 


record. 


DEFAULT 
If you, Robert Kyle Ardoin, and others acting in concert with you fail to satisfy the demand 
within the allotted time after having been duly served with this notice and demand, then by tacit 


procuration the Demandant or his nominee or his assigns will determine for you the following: 


1. That the aforesaid demand is just, 
2. That a court of record may enforce the demand either ex parte or con parte, 
3. That you, and each of you, concur and are satisfied with the justness of the demand, and the 


process by which the demand shall be enforced. 


In addition, the actions taken by the Demandant in this claim are: 

1. To defend against any of you or persons acting in concert with you who have caused any 
injuries to Demandant; 

2. To secure his substantive rights, and 


3. To provide reasonable compensation for time and effort. 


Please do not contact Demandant by telephone. In order to avoid any misunderstanding, all 
communications shall henceforth be on the record, that is in writing and duly served. Please 


serve all communications and process directly to PO Box 4018, Washington, DC 20044.
